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SUN-CROWNED, LIVING ABOVE THE FOG 


—g0 THE POET, him of mystical vision, 
2 is often given power to look into the 
future and to see men and conditions 
ae as they may appear. Possibly a half 
century ago J. G. Holland penned these lines, 
which come to us today with added force: 


God give us men. The time demands 

Strong minds, great hearts, true faith, and willing 
hands... 

Tall men, sun-crowned, who live above the fog 

In public duty and in private thinking! 


Have you ever seen the sun crown a moun- 
tain peak with majestic brightness and glory, 
causing it to stand out above the fogs below it 
as something heaven-blessed, divinely favored? 
The picture gives us a sense of granite fastness, 
contrasted with the instability of mists and 
fogs. Even as a mountain peak ‘stands out 
from the fog, so do we find those persons of 
“strong minds, great hearts, true faith’ who. 
stand unmoved in the presence of the fogs and 
mists of human experience. 

We can think of the mountains as almost 
saying to themselves: “With this heavenly 
benediction upon me, what care I for fogs? In 
but a short time they will be as nothing and 
evaporate into thin air!” Do you number among 
your acquaintances those “sun-crowned, who 
live above the fog,” those blessed with noble- 
thoughts and high aspirations, living above the. 
petty experiences of the workaday world? 
Truly the world today has a need for those who: 
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can keep their heads in heaven even as they 
walk the streets of earth. 


The sun-crowned individual knows that 
there is a sun, and he feels its warmth and 
glory. He appreciates the fact that he is above 
the fogs of life. He sees the fogs disappear into 
nothingness in the presence of the sun. We 
are reminded of the power of the light of Truth 
to dispel all that is unlike it. An understand- 
ing of Truth, life, and love dissipates evil, sin, 
disease, and hate. 

The sun-crowned individual, he whose con- 
sciousness feels the light and warmth of Spirit, 
truly lives above and beyond the fogs and mists 
of human experience. He is strong-minded, 
stout-hearted, confident in his faith, ready to 
carry out the convictions of his heart. To him 
is given power to live above those petty annoy- 
ances which many of his fellows experience. 


Would you be sun-crowned, so conscious of 
the presence and power of Spirit that the little 
mists and fogs became as nothing to you? Then 
your thought must be turned “son-ward,” 
turned to the realization of your power as a 
son of God over the misty existence of the ex- 
ternal world. If you would be “tall” in the 
sight of God, then you must obey a certain 
principle of moral rectitude that will keep you 
erect in the majesty of your divine sonship. 
You must be true to God in private as well as 
in public. 

The person who gains an understanding of

Truth is truly crowned with light. He is never 
hazy in mind, but knows what to do at all times, 
how and when to do it. He is never disturbed 
by the personal actions of his associates. He 
lives above the mists and fogs of personal con- 
sciousness. In his sun-crowned world there 
exists neither mist nor fog—neither evil, sin, 
fear, hate, disease, nor failure. 


Our living “above the fog” gives us a sense 
of being apart and beyond the haziness and con- 
fusion of life. We ascend into a consciousness 
in which we know that we are above the petty 
experiences and annoyances of life. We realize 
that we are unaffected by these, that we live 
above them—in a world that they cannot enter. 


If we would be “tall men, sun-crowned, who 
live above the fog,” we must embrace a philos- 
ophy of life that will keep us in the light of 
Truth, erect in our divine sonship, high above 
the fog of adverse thought. Where can we 
find this rule of life but in Christian psychol- 
ogy? With our mind upon that which is high 
and noble, we are literally lifted into a new 
world, the world of reality—of Christ. By 
righteous thought we are entitled to the crown 
of light—wisdom, peace, love, life, and health. 

Our first ascension over the fog—adverse 
thought—must be a mental and spiritual action. 
Whatever fog manifests in the world of effect 
will cease to be when it is dissolved in the 
heavens of the mind. As we look away from 
the fogs of earth we behold the light of heaven. 
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truth expressed by our little friend. In Truth 
time is the same at both places. “It’s just right 
now every place.” 

Thinking about the time of the past and 
about the time of the future often plays an im- 
portant part in the lives of some persons. 
Those who live in unpleasant memories of the 
past with its hardships and failures, those who 
live in a dream world of the future with its as 
yet unfulfilled desires and hopes, are living in 
a world of illusion in that they fail to live 
actually in the time of the present moment. 
Lot’s wife became crystallized when she looked 
behind her. She became inanimate, like things 
of the past. Those who give too much thought 
to tomorrow become idle dreamers. 

We can readily see that the only time is 
right now, the timeless time of Spirit, the pres- 
ent moment. It is the only time that we have 
in which to be happy, healthy, and successful. 
If we put off happiness, health, and success 
until some future time, we keep them in the 
distance and we begin to think of them as more 
or less mythical and unattainable. 

Some one makes this point: “Years ago I 
prayed and prayed for something but failed to 
get it until today. Why was it delayed in com- 
ing to me? Could I not have had it just as 
well years ago?” We can readily see that the 
time element enters into this reasoning. There 
may be several reasons why we do not receive 
immediate answers to prayer, but one very com- 
mon obstacle to the present efficacy of prayer

is the belief in time. But for it, many prayers 
would be answered immediately, granted, of 
course, that other necessary conditions of 
prayer fulfillment were observed. 


If in prayer we should always know that 
it is always “just right now,” we would 
free ourselves from fear that God’s answer 
will be delayed. We cannot in prayer keep our 
thought optimistic, expectant, hopeful, if at the 
same time fear of delay enters in. Remember 
that prayer partakes of the fourth-dimensional 
world in which there is neither distance, space, 
time, nor delay. When in prayer, we lose all 
thought of the human concept of time. In Spirit, 
it is always “just right now.” 


We can see that the prayer of years ago was 
not answered because we were not in the same 
consciousness that we had attained at the later 
date, when the answer came. If today you 
should get into the same consciousness in which 
you wilt make a demonstration of health or suc- 
cess next month, you: would not make it next 
month. It would be made today. 


In certain places in the world and under 
certain conditions men lose all sense of time. 
They get away from race ideas and enjoy to 
some extent a realization of timelessness. Were 
they reinforced by a consciousness of Truth 
they could do great things. Possibly one reason 
why men living close to nature develop a mystic 
sense of prayer is because they develop a con- 
sciousness of timelessness. 











UNMASKING PERSONALITY 


SA ERE YOU to lay hold of your power to 
4,V3 see back of personal masks, you would 
be much surprised at what would be re- 
vealed to you. Possibly that person 
whose motives you have least understood, the 
one whom you have had difficulty in loving, 
would stand out in such a way that his soul 
would be revealed to you as something su- 
premely fine, something that you could easily 
love and understand. 

On page 17 of “The Twelve Powers of 
Man,” we read: “Peter... saw the living 
Christ back of the personal mask worn by 
Jesus.” Peter’s spiritual vision was so quick- 
ened and clarified that he saw beyond human 
personality and beheld the divine! He was 
given power to lift the mask, to gaze beyond 
personality, and to behold God manifest as 
Christ. He could look back of the appearance 
of human frailty and see Truth, love, and 
beauty. 

Are you often troubled by those about you 
who seem to be the personification of every- 
thing evil? Do these appear to wear the mask 
of ugliness, hate, selfishness, or evil? Then you 
must look beyond the mask. You must see the 
Christ in them, even as Peter saw it in Jesus. 
You must let your Spirit say to them even as 
Peter said to Him: “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” 

Instead of the mask of disease, you must see 
Christ appearing as life and health; instead of 
the mask of failure, you must see Christ mani-

festing as prosperity and success. If those 
about you are firm in holding to the mask, if 
they are inclined to see themselves as the mask 
would make them appear to be, then your work 
is doubly increased and you must more firmly 
behold the vision of Christ until they, too, have 
faith and strength to see it. 

If there is one in your family who appears | 
as a person of selfishness, you must not see the | 
caricature of God’s man that he presents. Your | 
work is to see love, justice, and unselfishness— 
the Christ! If those about you could manifest 
these as clearly as Jesus did, you would have 
no work to do, your work would be completed, 
you would have gained a clear realization of 
your own Christhood. 

If you are linked with business associates 
who wear the mask of unfairness in business, 
then you must help them to unmask themselves. 
You cannot do this by pointing out their faults 
or antagonizing them. For a time your work 
must be silently done. Were you to attempt to 
tear the mask off by physical efforts or by 
personal means, you would appear as wearing 
a mask yourself. You would be seen as hateful 
and antagonistic. Your associates would have 
difficulty in seeing Christ manifesting in you. 

A woman once told the story of her having 
received several letters from an old school 
friend, telling her of a gentleman in this 
e woman’s city whom her school friend wanted 
f her to meet. He was a man who had had many 
i- personal problems, a number of business fail- 
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ures, but had always managed to overcome dis- 
couragement and win some measure of success. 
The correspondence became very interesting, 
and this woman became quite enthused about 
meeting this gentleman when her friend would 
come to visit her at a later date. In the mean- 
time, this woman had taken a position as pri- 
vate secretary to a man whom she disliked on 
the spot. Everything seemed to go wrong. In 
a few days he yave her some personal letters to 
mail. Imagine her surprise when she saw on 
one the name and address of her friend who 
was expecting to visit her. Instantly she real- 
ized that this was the unknown but common 
friend! At the same time her whole impres- 
sion of him changed. 


What happened was this: A certain truth 
that she had not known displaced a certain 
amount of ignorance. Sympathy and under- 
standing replaced personal antagonism and mis- 
understanding. The personal mask was loos- ’ 
ened through the love of the third person. This 
woman came to see sterling qualities, to appre- 
ciate deeper motives, in the man whose mask 
had been that of a hard-boiled executive. She 
came to see the son of the living God seeking 
through difficulty and disappointment to reveal 
more and more of the living God within him. 
Possibly, after all, human sympathy and com- 
passion can do much to help us look beyond the 
mask and to see the shining Christ. We glorify 
Jesus when we see His Christliness coming into 
evidence everywhere about us.

WHINK of life as something inexhaust- 
w ible, permanent. Think of yourself 
as so closely identified with it that you 
can never have a sense of lacking life, 
vitality, ambition, strength. Know that you are 
so at one with God and His life that not for an 
instant can you lack His presence or His life. 

Think in terms of life. Wipe out of mind 
all belief in any insufficiency of life, in depres- 
sion, fatigue, or death. Think of yourself as 
eternally alive, forever conscious of God’s abid- 
ing presence, always unified with His life. 
Know that God’s life at the center of your being 
nourishes you with life. Realize that His pres- 
ence about you infolds you in life. Know these 
truths so thoroughly that you cannot entertain 
any contrary or adverse beliefs. 

The paralytic lacks a full consciousness of 
life; the dying man has a waning consciousness 
of life. Both need to realize that God is never 
apart from them, that His life is never dimin- 
ished.

replace thoughts in opposition to God. This is 
the working of spiritual consciousness. 

Do not attempt to fight evil. Substitute 
something for it. Get your attention off evil by 
directing it to the good. When you try to battle 
with evil, you use up the substance that should 
be used in thinking of good and acting in 
accordance with the will of God. 

You are brought into relation with evil 
through your adverse thinking; consequently, 
you can break relations with it through chang- 
ing your thought. By your thinking you relate 
yourself either to evil or else to good. Your 
thoughts form a pathway to something of a 
character similar to theirs. You can see that 
by fighting or resisting evil you do not make a 
pathway to good. By studying the working of 
evil you do not come into a greater understand- 
ing of the omnipotence of God.

Put worry out of mind by putting peace, 
faith, and assurance into it. Let them crowd 
worry out and fill your mind so full that you 
cannot think a thought of anxiety. This sub- 
stitution method is about the only cure for 
worry. An effort to use will power over worry 
usually causes about as much mental tension as 
worry itself. 

Take up the thought that you are resting in 
the assurance that good is coming to pass, and 
you thus rout anxiety and worry.

Life 
will be revealed to you in a new way. You 
will no longer be given to worry.

WHROUGH A STUDY of Truth we have 
been educated away from the old idea 
that the body is a habitation of impu- 
“ rity, sin, and disease.

We cease to think of it as flesh or as 
subject to man-made laws of flesh, disease, 
heredity, or death. 

As the temple of God, the body becomes to 
us a place wherein are expressed God’s light, 
peace, life, health, and substance.

We can readily see that if we expect the 
body to be healthful we have to know the truth 
about it and think of it in terms of life and 
health.

To make health manifest, we must think 
health and regard the body as manifesting 
more of health. 

Thinking of the body as God’s temple, we 
acknowledge His power to keep it filled with 
His presence and life.

Then 
learn the truth that God is the one law 
and principle of life, that against Him 
no other law or principle can prevail. There is 
no law of evil. According to absolute Truth, 
there is no law of sin or disease. God alone 
reigns and rules. 

Were you to concede that evil has a law, that 
it works by cause and effect, you would bring 
your mind to a level far removed from that on 
which the superior Truth of God operates. God, 
the perfect law—the principle of peace, good, 
and health—is one. That which, at times, seems 
to be a law of evil is but a sense-created counter- 
part of spiritual law. 

The law of God is the law of right thinking, 
the principle of right action, and the rule of 
spiritual living.

: USTICE comes about for us through 
weezy Our state of mind. The individual who 





: " finds it appearing in his affairs. If 
he is unjust with others, he discovers that he 
causes injustice to appear in his own life. He 
finds that he must exchange the belief in in- 
justice for that of justice. 

The remedy for injustice is a right under- 
standing of Truth, of your relation to God and 
to your fellow man. If you think of yourself as 
having a right to be unjust with others or to 
usurp the power of God as lawgiver, then you 
place yourself in such a relationship that your 
dealings become disorderly. If, on the other 
hand, you accept God as law and judge and 
leave to Him the matter of dealing with your 
fellow men, you will find that you lose all in- 
clination to deal unjustly, and you will not at- 
tract injustice to yourself.
